Then he mentioned his wealth, 


but even that—at least the mention of 
It—made no impression on society. 
Finally he fell In with Sir Thomas 
Spottiswoode, an Impecunious baronet, 
who told him that to get Into society 
he mus*' spend money a d spend it in 
a way to accomplish the object he de- 
sired. 
Sir Thomas offered to direct 


his expenditures for a consideration. 
A bargain was struck by which Sir 
Thomas was to receive $5,000 for him- 
self and an unlimited amount for so- 
ciety. 


The beginning was a dinner given by 


Coker, the invitations to which were 
given by the baronet. He knew those 
IE six^sty who needed money and paid 
liberally for acceptances from the right 
people. 
Among those invited were 


Mrs. Mulholland and her two daugh- 
ters, Lillian and Grace, aged respec- 
tively twenty-four and twenty. Coker 
was by no means an unattractive man, 
and Grace Mulholland took a fancy to 
him. 
But in sending checks Sir Thom- 


as made a mistake. He sent a sep- 
arate check to the mother and each of 
the daughters. Grace Mulholland had 
been unaware up to that time how her 
mother maintained her social position 


games — in the face of poverty and was indig- 


nant. She sent her check right back, 
and to Mr. Coker himself. 


Colter said nothing about the matter 


to hia social manager. He felt sttre 
that In the main the baronet was man- 
aging well, nnd this turned out to be 
the case. Coker after a few months 
got beyond the people he bad Invited 
to his first dinner, though In rare In- 
stances he met the Mulhollands. After 
a time he broke through the coolness 
with which Miss Grare trpnted him. 
having excused himself for his action 
toward her on the ground that he had 
desired to enter London society and 
had placed the management of his en- 
tree into the hands of another. In time 
her prejudice wns worn away, but 
scarcely before- the American rose to a 
social position so high that he was 
quite beyond the Mulhollands. and he 
never met them.

Ing Upon inquiry he learned that Mrs. 
Mulhollnnrt's management of her af- 
fairs had not been u financial success 
and the home given the family for 
services to the stnte br tbe first Mul- 
hollnnd mii't po by the board 


A few days Inter Coker sent out in- 


vitations to a farewell dinner 
It was 


a souvenir occasion—that is. a souvenir 
was to be given to each guest. He 
sent an Invitation to the Mulhollands. 
writing one himself for Miss Grace 
begging her to accept 
If she declined 


he would consider the declination to 
mean that she hart not forirlven him 
iur I D H C which he never would have 
permitted had he been previously hon 
ored by her acquaintance. She wrote 
an acceptance, saying that she had 
never blamed him and. to make him 
feel comfortable about the matter, 
would keep the souvenir intended for 
her as a memento of a very pleasant 
acquaintance. 


When the dinner came off every one 


was surprised to see the Mulhollands 
for they had not been able financially 
to keep up their social status, especial- 
ly with the set tn which Coker now 
moved, uot even by the mother's ques 
tionable methods.

[ snure the wealthy American wondered 
when they saw him singularly defer- 
ential to Grace Mulhollaad.

One of the greatest problems Ameri- 


can officers nave before them Is im- 
pressing upon their men the absolute 
importance of learning the beet ways 
of keeping under cover. The Ameri- 
can soldier is not.a natural "digger 
In." He is much like his Canadian 
brother in arms In that respect, for it 
Is an old saying on the British front 
that Canadians will die in the last 
ditch, but nerer dig it. 


It Is the American spirit, a* it was 


that of the Canadians, to stand tip and 
fight, but the world war has long since 
passed that stage, and now in the long 
wear and worry of a struggle of attri- 
tion the best commander -a the one 
who best conserves his men by keep- 
ing them under cover. 


One of the great reasons why the 


Germans still are in France and Bel- 
gium Is their wonderful facility for 
digging themselves in. They have a 
perfect passion for It and an incentive 
as well, for the allied artillery never 
ceases to pound them day and night. 


Can't Enthus* Over Shevsl. 


The German belief that they can dig 


faster than a modem army can ad- 
vance is one of the principles of their 
defensive tactics. Notwithstanding all 
that has been told along this line, not- 
withstanding the heroic efforts to rouse 
his enthusiasm over the pick and shov- 
el, the American soldier has remained 
decidedly lukewarm. 
He came 
to 


France to fight the Germans, he says, 
and not to dig a hole and look at them 
through a spyglass. 
The French. 


Canadian and Australian soldiers all 
resent the idea of digging in and would 
not admit the necessity of doing so un- 
til bitter losses taught them a dearly 
bought lesson. 


It is purely a matter of temperament, 


and there seems to be no doubt now 
that only actual battle experience will 
convince American soldiers that the 
ability to take advantage of any bit of 
cover is one of the greatest assets the 
modern man at arms can have. 


"It seems a shame to have to' curb 


the fins fighting sprit of our troops," 
said an American training officer, "but 
the men must be made to understand 
as far as possible that impetuosity 
must be subordinated to steadiness. 
This has become a time clock war. 
The men must advance in given time 
and go no farther. Every step of in- 
fantry advance must Cist be worked 
out vith tlie artille... and when the 
plan is arranged it must be strictly ad- 
hered to." 


The natural fighting man, it seems, 


has a natural antipathy to digging in. 
Even in these late -nontns of war Brit- 
ish Tommies would much rather remain 
above ground and stand chances of get- 
ting killed by shells than to dig the 
deep dugouts so adored t>y the Germans. 
In planning the battle of Messines 
Ridge, which was a model of clean cut 
victory, the British comma.,uer took 
into account the fighting man's point of 
view, and when the advance had reach- 
ed a stage where it gave the British 
covered high ground the fighting meu 
were directed to take a rest, while spe- 
cially organized labor battalions were 
rushed up from the rear to do the neces- 
sary digging and consolidatinc of new 
trenches, so as to make them thorough- 
ly proof against counterattack. 


American O. K.'s That Plsn. 


The result was that the fighting men. 


unhampered and unworried by neces- 
sity of digging, went forward later in 
the day and took objectives that were 
rather hoped for than actually expect- 
ed 
Those nre the tactics the Ameri- 


can lighting man would like to see. 
Tbc.r appeal to him, but just now he 
is being pnt through a pretty stiff 
course of digging. This does not ap- 
ply to digging trenches alone. He is 
being taught how to dig himself in in- 
dividually while lying flat on the 
ground in face of enemy fire, thus get- 
ting temporary shelter and protection 
in a sort of grave-like excavation. It 
is not so often nowadays, however, 
that a roan has actually to dig himself 
in on solid ground, for there Is sel- 
dom an infantry advance made ovet 
anything but ground pitted and torn 
with shell craters. 


Fighting from shell holes is an art 


in itself, and one that Americans must 
learn before taking their place in the 
allied line. German prisoners declare 
thev would rather fight from shell 
holes on an active part of the front 
than from a regularly organized trench 
system. The latter affords the artillery 
too good a target. 


They Ar« Regular Molss. 


The Germans even conceal some ot 


their shell holes by putting brown wa 
terproof sheets over them whenever 
an allied airnlone is seen approaching 
Tlie passion for digging In is so strong 
with the Germans that they have been 
kno«n desperately to claw holes h> 
the ground with their bauds till thr 
ends of their fingers were practicalh 
worn off. 
Thus some were foun. 


dead, others taken prisoners and bad 
to be sent to the hospital with all their 
finger nails gone.

REVIVE MARKSMANSHIP. 


Rifl* Shooting Again to B«oem« Impor- 


tant In World War. 


Convinced that marksmanship with 


the riflo Is not altogether a lest art, 
ev«n If it has been somewhat neglected 
In these latter days of war, the com- 
manders of the American force* now 
preparing In France fop toe battlefront 
are giving their men a thorough conrte 
of instruction In the school of rifle fire. 
It always bas been a tradition among 
European armies that the United States 
had the finest shooting army in the 
world, no matter what might be Its 
shortcomings in other respects. This 
tradition the new American army hopes 
to keep alive, and ther* Is a general be- 
lief among the officers of th« eipedl 
tionarj- force that the time again will 
come when rifle firs may be of the ut- 
most importance. 


The old regular British army, which 


virtually was annihilated In the firs! 
B!Z months of the war, also was a fine 
shooting army, and its ability with the 
rifle cost the Germans dearly on many 
occasions. 


Both rifle practice and machine gun 


work will appeal to the American sol- 
diers. It Is a phase of training for 
which they are particularly keen, and 
already they hare been making some 
marTclous scores with both weapons.

ANTI-AIRCRAFT GUNS 


FOR PHILADELPHIA 


Two or More of the Most Power- 


ful Known Will Be Placed 


In City. 


Philadelphia is to be protected from 


the possibility of attack from the air 
by two or more of the largest and most 
powerful anti-aircraft guns that have 
yet been constructed. 
The Philadel- 


phia navy yard and the Fraukford 
arsenal are the vulnerable points that 
are to receive most of the protection, 
but the city itself will also be consid- 
ered in the protective plans. 


The gun is of the mobile type and 


can be demounted quickly and rushed 
to a new position by a big motor truck 
that is part of, its equipment. 
It is 


said at the navy yard that the gun is 
very much like the great anti-aircraft 
rifles that gnard the approaches to 
Paris and London. 


The war department is not contem- 


plating an attack by Zeppelins or air- 
planes flying across the Atlantic, but 
they are providing against an assault 
"by seaplanes making the trip across 
seas on the decks of the German high 
seas fleet. The warnings that have 
been received from Admirals Sinis and 
Jellicoe to the effect that tbe German 
fleet may sally forth at any time and, 
passing by the strongly defended coast 
of England, attack the Atlantic coast 
of the United States, is responsible for 
the precautions that are being taken. 


In such a raid seaplanes and subma- 


rines undoubtedly would be used, the 
submarines to threaten the American 
fleet and keep it behind protective-nets, 
the planes to bomb munition plants, 
navy yards, arsenals and the large 
cities of the coast. 


That the prospect is not a chimera 


is proved by the activity of tbe war 
and navy departments in taking the 
"stitches in time." There is no objec- 
tion being made to the publication of 
the few facts here stated. 


BIG JOB FOR RAILROADS. 


Will Hav* to Transport 687,000 Men to 


Various Cantonments. 


Altogether 687,000 men will have to 


be transported to the various canton- 
ments that the government is building 
to bouse the new national army. The 
movement will start Sept. 5. Between 
that date and ^;pt. 9 the railroads will 
complete the ehtrainment of 200,000 
men, 
or approximately 30 per cent of 


the total number scheduled to be mov- 
ed to the various training camps. 


It Is expected that a second move- 


ment of approximately 200.000 men will 
begin on Sept. 19, continuing for four 
days thereafter, and a third movement 
of the same size on Oct. 3. 


Some conception of the magnitude of 


the task confronting the American 
Railway association in preparing sched- 
ules that will assure the safe and 
prompt transportation of these armies 
without interfering with regular traffic- 
may be gleaned from the fact that to 
move merely one field army of 80,000 
men requires 6,229 cars made up into 
366 trains with as many locomotives 
and train crews.

ENIGMA TO FOES 


Hoover is Simple and Direct 


In All His Dealings, 


SERVES NATION WITHOUTPAY 


Born on an Ohio Farm and Left an Or- 


phan, He Graduated From College 
and Was One of the Greatest Figures 
In th* Mining World Before the War 
Provided New Duties For Him. 


What sort of human being is Her- 


bert C. Hoover? So long as the war 
lasts Hoover will have more to say 
about what we ail eat and what we 
pay for it than anybody else. Hoover 
will be an uninvited guest at every 
American dinner table. Hs will be a 
steady boarder for the period of the 
war in every American borne. 


Everybody knows something about 


what Hoover has done. Books have 
been written in praise of his work as 
head of the C. R. B.—the commission 
for the relief of Belgium. Tbe story 
of his business career has been told, 
with its last chapter, prior to the war, 
locating him In London as mining en- 
gineer, with branch offices in New 
York and San Francisco and mining in- 
terests scattered over half the world. 


But what about Hoover the man? 


What does he look like, talk like, act 
like? What are bis pet amusements, 
what are his chief faults, how are we 
all going to be impressed by him when 
he walks into every dining room three 
times a day until the war is over? 


It Isn't easy to give any clear Idea of 


Herbert Hoover. There is no single 
conspicuous feature to hang the pic- 
ture on. If Hoover only had long red 
•whiskers, if he wore his hair long, or 
had acquired a monocle or an English 
accent during his long residence in Lon- 
don, the job would be easy. But he 
possesses none of those accomplish- 
ments or adornments. 


He Is of medium height and his figure 


is square and sturdy. 
He is smooth 


shaven, his face is broad rather than 
long, and his features are straight and 
regular. He looks younger than his 
years, which are only forty-three. 
He 


has a thick thatch of brown hah-, and 
he has not even begun to show the 
slightest signs of becoming baldheaded.

One would not turn to look twice at 


Hoover In a crowd. 
If he did he 


would conclude that here was a well 
dressed, well to»do, good looking, young 
American business man—bis nationality 
could not be mistaken. He looks, too, 
like a western man—which he is—and 
not at all like a Quaker—which he also 
is, by inheritance, at least. 


Chatting with Hoover one needs lis- 


ten closely, for he talks hi a tone a 
little lower than that usually used in 
conversation. That is not an affecta- 
tion. There is no affectation about him. 
His chief characteristic perhaps is di- 
rectness. He seems to know exactly 
what he wants to do and to have a 
good idea of how to get it. And he 
talks straight to the point. 


It was direct, straightforward talk, 


in his low voice, that Hoover nsed in 
persuading arrogant German generals 
and haughty dignitaries of the British 
foreign office to permit him to buy. j 
ship and distribute food for the Bel- 
gians across barred waters and through 
lines of battle. 


"What Is H« After?" 


So far Hoover has been a distressing 


puzzle to the cynics of Washington. 
When a new man comes down to the 
nations! capital th? first question, they 
ask Is "What is he after?" 


They have no idea that Mr. Hoover 


la In search of social prpstigo, for they 
have learned that no man is more care- 
less of social conventions. In British 
social circles Hoover was known as 
"tho rudest man In London." In Wash- 
ington, even when he has jruests at din- 
ner, he Is likely to leave the table sud- 
denly to telephone, and he not Infre- 
quently quits a party of guests without 
explanations la order to write down 
something that has occurred to him as 
wortli recording. 


Declined British Pott. 


But the best proof of all is found In 


the fact that his great abilities as an 
organizer, being well recojrnired In 
Great Britain, when In the early days 
of the war he- was offered a post of 
great responsibility in tbe Britten- gov- 
ernment which would bave necessi- 
tated his giving up bis American citi- 
zenship, be declined the offer without 
the slightest hesitation.

A man who turns down 
ehances of that kind has surely not

PRISONERS FOR ROAD WORK. 


Highway Association Advocate* U«e of 


German Captive*. 


The American Highway assoeiutio, 


advocates bringing military prisoners 
In crowded Internment camps in Franco 
and England to this country to help lu 
road building. The following article 
was seat out by the association: 


"More than a hundred years ago a 


number of German citizens who had 
been captured while taking part in mil- 
itary operations in this country were 
put to work building roads in Alexan 
dria and other American towns where 
they were detained. They liked their 
surroundings so well that a large part 
of them stayed here and became Amer- 
ican citizens after they were free to 
return to their native country. Just at 
the present time there is a great scar 
city of labor on American roads. There 
is also a great surplus of Germans and 
Austrians interned in France and Eng 
land, where the problem of feeding aat1. 
guarding them and keeping them out 
of mischief is a serious one. 


''This problem of interned prisoners 


would be greatly relieved by sending n 
few hundred privates and noncommis 
sioned officers to this country on''eacli 
returning ship to repeat the work of 
the German prisoners of a century ago. 
not only on our roads, but also in othc: 
classes of labor. 
Naturally most of 


them will elect to stay in this counir; 
once they are here and see the oppor 
tunities which the United States offer? 
to the industrious and sober worker. 
V.'hile here as prisoners they can bo 
employed on the public works, which 
are now suffering from the high price 
of labor, and can be credited with n 
certain sum for each day's work, which 
will enable them to bring over their 
families at the close of the war. The 
president has said that this was not n 
war against the German people, and 
the suggested plan -adll make this clear 
to the misguided men who are being 
sacrificed to the personal ambitions o£ 
an overconceited ruling caste."

Practically the country over, eithe 


by statute or by common agreement 
tn« first Monday in September is ob 
•erved as a holiday. In such measur 
us in possible the whels of comiaerc 
and 05^industry ceas« to turn, th 
hands of men employed in all voea 
tlona cease to labor at their accus 
tomed tasks, and everywhere then 
are parades and speeches and such ob 
•ervances as suit the day. it is a cus 
torn which is entirely fitting for ob 
aervance both by employer and em 
ployed, smcu it is one day in 365 se 
apart not for saints, or statesmen, or 
warriors or for Individual men who 
ha\e won honor in anj C.UP-LCU}. bu 
tor the. recognition of labor. 


From the standpoint of the employe: 


It Is suited to observance, because i 
typifies that which has made his busi- 
ness grow often from small beginnings 
to great proportions. He has worked 
himself, and therefore 
may justly 


claim share In it, but whatever struc- 
ture he has raised In the industria 
and financial viorld rests on the broad 
foundations of labor of others, Intel- 
ligently directed no doubt by himself 
but after all their labor. 
That labor 


withdrawn, and the structure falls 
That labor continued and- there is no 
reasonable limit to the hight to which 
it may attain. That this support is 
to continue depends altogether on the 
food-fellowship and co-operative un- 
derstanding of man and man: and 
therefore it Is well that the man who 
pays the wages of labor owes some- 
thing more than mere coin—that there 
is due from him a generous recognition 
Of labor. 


The men who, in the common sense 


it 
the expression, work, call the 


day their own, and it is fitting that 
they should do so. Their year is long, 
their toll it often hfavy, their reward 
!• never extravagant and not always 
adequate, but back of it all in the 
breast of the man who labors is the 
proper sentiment that It is he who 
•ustalns the pillars of the state. Heart- 
ened by this sentiment he toils on, he 
does his share, and he sees often what 
Beema to him a disproportionate par 
going to others. Ho may be wrong in 
this—in many cases doubtless he is— 
but at least ho has the satisfaction of 
knowing that year by year the nation 
and the world arc coming more to ac- 
Xnowle'dge him, 
That acknowledge- 


ment comes now In formal fashion and 
it la a selfish and soulless employer 
•who so far as possible does not per- 
mit a full observance of the day. That 
employs does not fully appreciate the 
place labor has in the world who does 
not have part in the day's observance. 


Wealth at Its best is merely a. form 


of labor, tosrflea through the years 
ind In railways and public buildings, 
and arl galleries ami art Itself, and 
churches and great steamships, and 
giant guns and In whatever ot beauty 
or of worth Vo see. made concretely 
evident. 
Recognition of any of these 


things, therefore, is recognition of la- 
bor; and certainly since to the work of 
his hands euch high pralso Is given, 
there should bo at lennt ono dnv set 
apart In the count oC eliijs which 
marks the earth's great track the sun 
wherein the laborer himself should he 
acknowledged as worthy of his hire 
and should feel on his own part the 
share he has in the fashioning of the 
world.

Oier Fifteen Hundred Members. 
When the annual meedng of the Ot- 


sego County Farm Bureau was held 
in Oneonta last December, it was stat- 
ed that the bureau had set its goal for 
the year at 1,500 members. The mem- 
bership was then 1,142. and eve'n this 
had been obtained by much effort, so 
that there were some doubters and 
others openly skeptical concerning the 
higher mark. With the year only two- 
thirds over, however, the number has 
been reached and passed. The last re- 
port of the bureau shows 1,514 mem- 
bers.

Jerusalem, one of the objectives of 


the British campaign la Palestine, is 
now a strongly fortifled city, protected 
by modern armament, and its Turkish 
defenders, officered by Germans of high 
command, have prepared a defense 
which, to be overcome, will require an 
effort on a pority with the trench cam- 
paign In Flanders, according to mem- 
bers of a, party of missionaries which 
arrived from Turkey and surrounding 
mission fields. 


A spokesman for the party, who for 


several years was In charge of the 
work of B foreign mission board at a 
city in Palestine, asserted that in bis 
opinion, Jerusalem 
could never be 


taken by a frontal attack and could 
only be conquered by extensive flank- 
Ing operations. This defense of the 
Turks, he said, had been prepared with 
every Ingenuity of the German mili- 
tary mind, and it bad be«n under way 
since January. 


"In December or even in January," 


tie declared, "the city could have been 
taken with ease by a single army 
corps." 


The Turks, however, as well as their 


German allies to the north of the city, 
are not being allowed to rest In peace, 
he added, but are being1 continually 
subjected to air raids from the British 
camp. 


"Reports that have gone forth from 


German sources that the British are 
destroying sacred relics on Mount Oil 
vet are Inspired propaganda," he con 
tlnued. 
"The historic mountain has 


been subjected to aerial bomb attack, 
but nothing of value to Christianity 
lias been destroyed, for the reason thai 
there is nothing there of tliat nature, 
aside from the mountain, to destroy. 


"Tlie only structure of any conse- 


quence on the mount is a German 
school, and that has been'taken over 
by tlie Turkish military authorities and 
is used as headquarters by Djema) 
Pasha and his staff." 


Plenty and Starvation. 


The missionaries said there were both 


plenty and starvation in Turkey—the 
army officers have the former, and the 
people have the latter—but such Is the 
hold the military authorities have that 
the people dare not rebel. 


"As regards the war, the Turkish 


forces seem to be well established and 
able to hold their own for a consider- 
able time *o come," the spokesman con- 
tinued. "Tho Turkish army baa con- 
stantly been underestimated, and as a 
consequence failures have resulted to 
the allies. The fact that the people of 
the country are starving will not make 
the slightest difference to the govern- 
ment In prosecuting the war* 


"Would Turkey be willing to con- 


clude a separate peace? She is In the 
condition of a man holding a live wire 
—she would like to let go, but she can't. 
In spite of effusive journalistic decla- 
rations Germany is undoubtedly the 
least loved country in Turkey. 


"There are still remaining In Turkey 


about 150 Americans. There Is no 
cause for alarm on the part of their 
friends, for, wbile they are surrounded 
Tvith very trying conditions, they have 
tile means of keeping themselves from 
want, and the attitude of the govern- 
ment officials is. on the whole, friendly 
to Americans. The people of the coun- 
try consider America their best friend." 


Relief Center* Closed. 


The missionaries said that with the 


breaking of diplomatic relations with 
Turkey the centers through which they 
received belp from relief societies and 
friends have been closed to them. In 
the interfor mission work has largely 
ceased owing to internal conditions and 
the seizing of buildings Zvf military 
purposes. In Constantinople, Smyrna 
and Beirut, however, the educational 
institutions have remained open and 
apparently enjoy special favors from 
the Turkish government. 


There were fifty-seven persons In the 


party that reached here, including rep- 
resentatives of the Presbyterian board 
of foreign missions, American board, 
Christian alliance, Roberts college and 
the International college. They came 
from Constantinople, Smyrna, the In- 
terior of Asia Minor, Syria, and Jeru- 
salem. 
They received permission to 


return home in May, but had to wait 
until July 27 for the American govern- 
ment to vise their passports. 
Then 


they got a special train, which carried 
them to Switzerland, from which coun- 
try they made their way to a French 
port.

\ BE ALLY gripping story of one of 


the moat remarkable episode* 
of the great war has been told 


me by Adjutant Pilot Henri Reservat, 
a hero of the French aviation corps, 
•who .recently succeeded in escaping 
from a German prison camp and is 
now enjoying once more the free air 
of France. I wish I could convey in 
writing the modest, simple, matter of 
fact manner in which Adjutant Reser- 
vat speaks of bis strange experience, 
s*y» Paul Ayres Rockwell, staff cor- 
respondent of the Chicago Daily Sews 


Adjutant Reservat was a pilot with 


the famous fighting eseadrille S. 65, 
which was one of the first flying 
groups to go to the Verdun front last 
year. 
After many successful recon- 


noissances and combats he was order- 
ed on May 22, 1916, to attack and de- 
stroy a German observation 
balloon 


The attack was successful, and Reser- 
rac sent the "drachen" flaming to 
earth. 
But while he was diving on 


the balloon and destroying it four Ger- 
man aeroplanes came up behind Sun 
and began riddling his machine with 
bullets. 


Reservat was eight kilometers (four 


and eight-tenth miles) within the Ger- 
man lines and subjected not only to 
the attacks of the four aviators, bat to 
a grilling shell fire from anti-aircraft 
guns. Yet he did not lose hope of get 
ting back home. He headed for the 
French lines with his four assailants 
after him. firing all the time. Beser- 
vat's machine gun was a fixed one and 
could only be fired in the direction in 
which Ills machine was headed. Sev- 
eral times he tried to maneuver so as 
to return the German fire. All his ef- 
forts were in vain. A number of bul- 
lets pierced the motor, and he was 
forced to land in German territory. 


Oennani Congratulate Eetervat. 
The four German pilots who had 


been attacking Iteservat also landed 
They congratulated him upon his gal- 
lant struggle, then wrote a note con- 
firming his 
having 
destroyed 
the 


drachen assigned him and telling of 
his being captured after a heroic at- 
tempt to escape. 
The note was car- 


ried up by a German aviator and drop- 
ped into the French lines. 
Reservat 


was put on a train and taken aws.y to 
a. German prison camp near Mayence i 
(the German Mainz.) 
r 


Captivity was not agreeable to this 


eagle, who loved the free air, and Res- 
ervnt at once began planning his es 
cape. The cwup at Mayence was too 
welf guarded, however. Then he was 
moved to Weilburg. where the regime 
was even more strict. 
Seeing that 


there was little hope of getting safely 
away from this camp, Reservat volun- 
teered to go to work in a great agricul- 
tural camp and succeeded in being 
transferred to Giesaen. 


Here there was more freedom. 


prisoner* were even allowed an hour a 
day in which to go out into the little 
village near by to purchase coffee and 
other bits. 
Reservat made the ac 


quaintance of an old peasant woman 
and. pretending that he wished it as a 
protection against the cold, asked her 
to sell him a civilian overcoat. 
The 


woman consented to sell the coat on 
condition that it should be paid for 
with chocolate, tea. canned goods and 
other edibles, which Resprvat received 
in weekly parcels from France. 
The 


exchange was made, and the old worn 
an also sold a civilian coat to a young 
zouave sergeant, who was to be Reser- 
lat's comrade in the dash for liberty 
For several cakes of chocolate tlie 
scheming Frenchmen also bought from 
a servant girl two rough felt hats. 


Hoad Map In Parcel. 


Many months before one of the pris- 


oners had received, hidden in a parcel 
from France, a good road map of Ger- 
many. 
Reservnt and his comrade 


made a tracing of It 
They also laid 


by » little store of chocolate, biscxiit 
and canned foods sent them from 
home and finally, on March 18, 1917, 
all was ready for the departure. Tak- 
ing advantage of a half hour's lateness 
In locking the door of their barracks. 
the two men skipped out in the dark- 
Tie's and wore en route for liberty. 


Here are a few notes describing the 


Journey, written bv Reservat during 
the long daylight hours, In which he 
and his companion lay hidden in thick- 
ets or abandoned huts: 


"Departed at S 15 the evening of 


March IS), 1017. and got away without 
Incident. We took the route for IJm- 
burg and thought to gain several kilo- 
meters by cutting across through the 
woods. 
Alas, at the end of an hour 


and a half we found ourselves lost in 
the forests! CTnally we discovered the 
main road and crossed the Lahn. Rain 
and an Intuise u«i '»«>••= 
T«kin«r 0111- 


direction northwest, we again got lost I 
and walked without knowing where ' 
we were goln$ until 3 a. m. Then we 
came to the edge of a large wood and 
entered a thicket of small pines, where 
we lay down near the road. A rainy 
day. some snow. 
"We are suffering 


from the cold. 


"March 20— "We U)ft our biding plaa 


at 8:15 p. m *nd set out toward a 
great light, which we thought must bt 
the utaiioD at Limburg. Before arriv- 
ing near this light we met a man. wan 


teat ne did not see us. ~VT£ changed 
onr hiding place as soon as the peasant 
left-and were more tranquil until the 
evening. A rminy, inowy day." 


Had Sorrow Etcapt. 


Resurvat told tne that a small boy 


was with the peasant who cut the 
wood and that once the peasant looked 
directly at the place where the two 
Frenchmen were hidden, saving some- 
thing in German. Then he picked up 
his bundle of wood and with the child 
went away. The diary continues: 


"March 21.—Departed at 8 a. m 


along the same road. Upon arriving 
at the first tillage we noticed tha< 
again we were wandering. We looked 
at our map, but unfortunately it •wa& 
not very detailed, for this region was 
entirely left out of our itinerary, which 
bad been made to leave from (Jiessen 
We tried vainly, to find the right roa£. 
Useless effort So again we set off to 
ward the unkaown, trusting in our 
good star. 


"We passed through several villages 


and arrived, without knowing it, at the 
gates of Limburg Crossed part of the 
city without Incident apart from meet 
ing several workmen and found our 
selves on the correct route, in the di 
rection of Bonn. 


"March 22.—Departure at 8:30 p. m 


Fine weather. Marched without Inci- 
dent until morning. 
We have stop 


ped in a wood of email pines, for i' 
is the best of hiding places, especial 
ly as since we" left the prison cami 
we have not beea discovered. It i 
very cold, and it was not yet daylight 
when we stopped. We tried to warm j 
ourselves by running up and down thr ' 
road. We were almost caught by a 
civilian, whom we did not hear com 
ing. It took only one jump for us to 
penetrate into our wood, and we are 
resting tranquilly in onr hiding place 


. Reach. Heights of Bhine. 
yMarch 24.—Departure at 8:15 p. m 


Good march. Lost our way about 2 
a. m.. but found it awiln on the banks 
of the Rhine. Following the Rhine, 
we arrived at BeuL 
We decided to 


hide on the heights that overlook the 
Rhine. 
Were disillusioned by the 


woods we found there. 
Finally we 


discovered an abandoned stone quar- 
ry, where we,found a little-hut. We 
entered, barricaded the doors and ha\:e 
passed a most exciting day. Are wor- 
ried because of the children who have 
been playing; around all day. and whc 
seem io find it very strange that the 
hut is.closed tip. 


"Before dark we came out of onr 


biding place and watcned tne sun set 
from the banks of the Rhine, Just likf 
tourists. 


"March 36.—We took our departure 


in very bad w*«ther, snow and an icy 
rain. -We are wet to the skin and have 
difflculty in walking. 
We got lost 


about 3 «. m., but managed finally to 
stop near the point we bad decided 
upon in advance. We are sheltered in
